MOSCOW, April 1 (AP).—The 
Russian Parliament, the Supreme 
Soviet, incorporated in the Soviet 
Union yesterday the territory which 
the Red army won from Finland in 
the recent war. 

About 13,900 square miles are in- 
cluded in the territory won from 
Finland which Parliament incor- 
porated as the twelfth republic in 
the Soviet Union, under the name 
of the Karelo-Finnish Soviet So- 
cialist Republic. 

The newly annexed lands were 
described by Deputy Andre 
Zhdanov, member of the Politbu- 
reau and chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Commission, as “a bulwark 
of peace and security” protecting 
Leningrad, the Arctic port of Mur- 
thansk, and the vital railway link- 
ing those cities. 

Zhdanov declared that the new 
republic, which includes the former 
Finnish cities of Vyborg (Viipuri), 
Sortavala, Suojarvi and Kuolajarvi, 
was being created in accordance 

‘with the desires of the Karelian 
' Automonous Soviet Socialist Re 
public. 

Connecting Railway Built. 

He disclosed that Russia already 
has built a aew railway linking 
the Sortavala-Vyborg line with the 
railroad between Petrozavodsk, 
Karelian capital, and the Mur- 
mansk line. Another line, he said, 
is under construction further north 
to link Soviet Karelia with the 
Kiolojarvi region. 

Describing establishment of the 
new republic as “a forward stride 
in the consolidation of our multi- 
national Soviet state,” Zhdanov 
told Parliament:

The defense 
appropriation, announced by Fi- 
nance Commissar A. G. Zverev to 
an applauding session of the legis- 
lative body yesterday, exceeds by 
16,115,000,000 rubles the amount ap- 
propriated for the same purpose 
last year. 

The item was one of the iargest 
single appropriations in the 1940 
national] budget, which anticipates 
revenues of 182,600,000,000 rubles 
for all purposes.

PARIS, April 1 (AP).—Premier 
Paul Reynaud outlined in a two-

A communique issued after the 
Cabinet session said in part: 

“M. Reynaud gave a_e general 
statement of the external situation. 
He gave an account of the results 
of the Supreme Council meeting 
held in London March 28. He also 
told the council of the first meas- 
ures taken and those which are 
under study for the repression of 
Communist and Hitlerian intrigue 
in the interior of the country.” 

The accord reached at the London 
meeting of the Allied War Council, 
at which France and Britain made 
new pledges of co-operation both 
during and after the war, was ex- 
pected to strengthen Reynaud’s 
Government when the Chamber of 
Deputies reconvenes, tomorrow to 
adopt an agenda. 

The real test of the strength of 

the new Government is expected 
when the Senate meets April 9 for 
debate on general war policy. 
Just how the Allies intend to 
tighten their blockade of Germany 
remained a military secret.

COLUMBIA, Mc., April 1—With 
more than 500 educators, Govern- 
ment officials and representatives 
of business and consumer organi- 


\zations registered, the second na- 


tional conference of the Institute 
for Consumer Education opened 
here today at Stephens College for 
discussion of the highly controver- 
sia] subjects encompassed by the 
somewhat vague “consumer educa- 
tion” program.

“Consumer education is develop- 
ment in attaining the maximum 
individual and group satisfaction 
for time, effort and money § ex- 
pended. We hold that consumer 
education, thus defined, will in- 
crease the efficiency of the system 
of free enterprise and will have a 
beneficial effect on public economic 
policy. We consider that individ- 
ual development for the ends in 
view can take place only through 
a realistic comprehension of one’s 
personality and position in life.”

this year’s conference is “making 
consumer education effective,” it is 
possible that the meeting might 
approve some less pedantic and 
prolix definition. Lacking in com- 
pleteness possibly, but having the 
merit of effective simplicity, would 
be an avowal of the old principle 
of “getting your money’s worth.” 


Mark Starr, educational director 
for the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union, who spoke 
at the opening session at which 
Dr. F. G. Nichols, associate profes- 
sor of education at Harvard Uni- 
versity, presided, observed: “Con- 
sumer advice can be humanized 
and popularized in words. that 
working men and women can un- 
derstand.” Outlining the “consum- 
er education” program which the 


Starr said: 


“Obviously the smaller pay en- 
velope, the greater the buymanship 
required. Our ever present No. 1 
problem is that so many workers 
do not get high enough wages to 
buy commodities and services re- 
quired for the American standard 
of life. This robs too many poten- 
tial consumers of any criterion in 
their purchasing save that of low 
price. Yet, despite these difficul- 
ties, labor is benefiting from con- 
sumer education.” 


On Credit Unions. 


The speaker referred to extrava- 
gant claims in advertising, which 
the consumer education movement 
wishes to stamp out, and con- 
tinuted; “May I claim the ILGWU 
as producer of Pins and Needles, 
now heading for its 1500th perform- 
ance on -Broadway, has made a 
unique and effective contribution to 
consumer education in the song, 
“Nobody Makes a Pass at Me.” It 
pictures the pitiable girl who has 
applied all the advice of the glamor 
advertisers and still lacks ‘oomph.’” 


The credit union, Starr said, “ap- 
parently is the best entering wedge 
for co-operation in the consumer 
education program so far as organ- 
ized labor is concerned.” Credit 
unions of the AFL and CIO “have 
been run successfully and helped 
the worker to escape the loan shark 
and usurious rates of interest,” he 
said. ILGWU, affiliated with neith- 
er group, has six successful credit 
unions, he added. 


“Collective buying,” Starr assert- 
ed, “is an easy extension of collec- 
tive bargaining in the sale of 
workers’ labor power. The co-oper- 
atives can build up an effective 
check to the fixed prices of the 
monopolies and set up ‘yardstick’ 
plants as the need arises. Already 
unions have successfully run co- 
operative schemes for health serv- 
ices and housing. 


“Pluralistic” State. 


“Some of the misunderstandings 
between labor and co-operatives in 
the past have been created by ‘pure 
and simple’ co-operators who think 
that by organization co-operatives 
can save up up enough capital re- 
sources to take over the basic in- 
dustries of the country. This is a 
utopian impossibility. 

“Recent experiences have sug- 
gested to many of our thinkers that 
in the future a functional democ- 
racy, organizing people according 
to their economic roles, will not 
mean the setting up of one huge 
bureaucratic administration, but 
that there will be various powerful 
institutions in a pluralistic, as op- 
posed to a totalitarian, state. The 
co-operative movement, as a volun- 
try organization of men and wom- 
en as consumers, might very well be 
an important part of such an ar- 
rangement, 


“We have seen co-operatives crip- 
pled in Germany, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Soviet Russia. The fate of the 
co-operative movement in the to- 
talitarian countries and in the war- 
stricken counties demonstrates bet- 
ter than any words that co-opera- 
tors cannot withdraw themselves 
and set up an oasis of reason and 
mutual help in the desert of reac- 
tion and dictatorship:” 


Kenneth Backman, manager of 
the Boston Better Business Bureau, 
told of his organization’s efforts 
to protect consumers against fraud 
and misrepresentation. Herbert E. 
Evans, vice-president of the Con- 
sumer Distribution Corporation, 
New York, also was on the program. 
The conference of the institute, a 
project of the Alfred P. Sloan Foun- 
dation at Stephens College, will end 
Wednesday. 


THREE KILLED, 5 HURT IN FIRE 
IN WASHINGTON APARTMENT 


$100,000 Blaze 
Three-Floor Building; Many 
Jump Out Windows. 


WASHINGTON, April'1 (AP).— 


Flames swept through an old apart- 
ment building in Northwest Wash- 
ington early today, killing three 
persons and resulting in injuries to 
at least five others. 


Spectators said the fire spread 
through the three-story building 
within 10 minutes after it had been 
first noticed, forcing sleepy tenants 
to run or jump from 41 apartments 
in their night clothing. Some es- 


caped by climbing down improvised 
ropes made of bed clothing. 


Only one of the dead was identi- 
fied immediately. He was Michael 
Jones, 50 years old, who died of 
injuries after he had leaped from 
his third-floor apartment to an 
alley. 


Bodies of two women were burned 
too badly to be recognized immedi- 
ately. Police estimated the fire 
loss -would be about $100,000, 
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WPA TO CUT 700,000 WORKERS 
OFF ROLLS IN NEXT 3 MONTHS 


To Act t. Keep Expenditures With- 
in $1,477,000,000 Granted for 
Year Ending June 30. 
WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).— 
On the eve of congressional study 
of 1940-41 relief needs, the WPA 
decided today to cut its rolls by 
about 700,000 in the next three 

months. 

The action is designed to keep 
work relief expenditures within the 
$1,477,000,000 allotted by Congress 
for the year ending next June 30. 
WPA enrollment was 2,311,500 on 
March 20. 

Col. F. C. Harrington, WPA com- 


missioner, who made the announce- 
ment, will appear before the House 
Appropriations Committee this 
week to outine the administration’s 
new relief proposals. It is genetal- 
ly expected that President Roose- 
velt will recommend a one billion 
dollar WPA fund, as proposed in 
his budget last January. 

Sentiment has been developing 
in several congressional quarters, 
however, for a larger appropria- 
tion on the ground that private in- 
dustry is not absorbing substantial 
numbers of the unemployed. 

Harrington explained that the 
WPA discharges would be gradual, 
with the April curtailment probably 
limited to 200,000. Workers will be

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United States Fleet Begins 
Maneuvers Off West Coast 


SAN PEDRO, Cal, April 1 
(AP).—The United States fleet be- 
gan its grand maneuvers for 1940 
today. The work will continue for 
seven weeks. 

Vigilance against spies, sabotage, 
mines in harbor channels, subma- 
rines lurking off shore and safe- 
guards against air attacks prevail 
at the San Pedro, San Diego and 
Hawaiian bases of the fleet. From 
some of these bases ships are 
moving to sea. 

Midnight was the zero hour for 
the commencement of formation at 
sea of two opposing fleets, the 
White and the Black, which are to 
fight out in the next eight or 10 
days the first of three major phases 
of the maneuvers. 


About a hundred fighting ships 
will take part ini the first phase, 
and in later phases 130 ships will 
be engaged. 

While some of the fighting craft 
are scurrying to secret rendezvous 
a colorful ceremony will be cen- 
tered this afternoon on the quar- 
terdeck of the fleet flagship Penn- 
sylvania. Secretary of the Navy 
Edison will go aboard at 2 o’clock 
to see what his fleet looks like in 
real action. 

How soon thereafter the battle- 
ships move to sea is a secret, but 
they may not get underway until 
tomorrow morning. There will be 
plenty of action in the next 10 
days. The Secretary of the Navy 
will be with the fleet that long. 
Somewhere in midocean the flag 
of the Secretary of the Navy will 
be shifted quite a bit. He will be 
shunted either by barge or air- 
plane from ship to ship, from bat- 
tleship, to cruiser, to aircraft car- 
rier and perhaps to destroyer, to 
get some first hand knowledge of 
how the various fighting ships do 
their stuff under realistic war sim- 
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ulation. 

Admiral J. O. Richardson, com- 
mander-in-chief of the fleet, will be 
chief umpire in most of the man- 
euvers, but probably will operate 
the fleet himself ini some of the 
maneuvers witnessed by the secre- 
tary. 

Admiral C. P. Snyder and Vice- 
Admiral W. S. Pye will command 
the opposing fleets in the first 
major phase. In the second ma- 
jor phase, the big problem west of 
Hawaii, Admiral C. P. Snyder and 
Vice-Admiral Adolphus Andrews 
will be opposing commanders. In 
this phase everything the fleet has, 
including the submarines and the 
giant patrol bombers, will partici- 
pate. Late in the month there will 
be a 10-day liberty and recreation 
period for officers and men in the 
Hawaiian islands; after which the 
coast based ships will renew their 
wargames during the return to San 
Pedro and San Diego.

Thus she has succeeded in remov- 
ing the dread menace of a proxi- 
mate Bolshevik invasion from the 
Rumanian horizon. There is, of 
course, in the background the 
threatening shadow of prostrate 
nations overthrown by the dicta- 
tors, without any help reaching 
them from the great democratic 
states that promised to protect 
them from the clutches of the op- 
pressor.

The Economist, in a very re

Farley is paying today to Secre- 
tary of State Hull in the latter's 
home state of Tennessee, and it fits 
perfectly imto the picture of what 
many observers here believe is Mr. 
Farley’s idea of a top-notch na-

Hull for President, Farley for Vice- 
President. 

Mr. Hull in his own phrase, re- 
mains “aof”’ from politics, but 
there is hardly anybody who be- 
lieves thet if the nomination for 
the presiiency comes his way he 
will thrust it aside. 

Mr. Farley has joined the ranks 
of the barnstormers for the presi- 
dency, but none can doubt the 
warmth of his affection and ad- 
miration for Mr. Hull or question 
that if Mr. Hull is placed first on 
the ticket Mr. Farley would be de- 
lighted to be his running mate. 


If only because of his great in- 
fluence among those who do the 
spadework of the Democratic party, 
the attitude of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and national chairman is pro- 
foundly important. What this atti- 
tude is can be told in a few words. 
On principle, he is against a third 
term. He believes that he himself, 
on the record, has every right to 
aspire to a place on the ticket. He 
is persuaded that the religious 
prejudice which worked so power- 
fully against his fellow Catholic, Al 
Smth, would operate in his own case 
to far less extent. Realist that he 
is, however, he knows his chances 
to be nominated for the presidency 
are diminished by his party’s recol- 
lection of the Smith debacle.

As to Mr. Hull, this much can be 
said with assurance: He is sitting 
today in a highly strategic position.

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THE CRESCENT BANNER FLIES HIGH. 

The agreement just concluded at Aleppo for joint 
action by Britain, France and Turkey in case of war 
in the Near East is concrete evidence that the Bn- 
glish Tories have fallen back on their traditional 
policy in the strategically important Levant. 

This is, of course, a policy of friendship with the 
Turk. Based on the theory that such an alliance 
automatically guaranteed the co-operation of the 
whole Moslem world, only the crusading Gladstone 
dared to ignore it until Lloyd George adopted his 
“bag and baggage” attitude during the last war. 

The military advantage of the arrangement is ob- 
vious. There is scant hope of deciding the war along 
the Western front, and the Northern front disap- 
peared when the Finns signed the Russian peace 
treaty. There remains, then, only the possibility of 
creating a Balkan battlefield for the army being as- 
sembled by Gen. Weygand. The lesson of the Dar- 
danelles proves that Turkish co-operation is essential 
if events are to be given this turn. Dispatches from 
Bucharest say the Turks have already opened this 
vital sea road to Allied naval vessels, thus enabling 
them to dominate Russia’s Black Sea oil ports. 


But it is an open question whether the Turkish; 


alliance is as valuable as it once was in the field of 
grand policy. Unquestionably, troubles with the 
Arabs in Palestine and the Moslems in India could 
be very embarrassing to the British. But these peo- 
ple no longer look to the Sublime Porte for leader- 
ship. The Turkey built by Kemal Ataturk is a na- 
tion state, not a theocracy that claims religious al- 
legiance throughout the Middle East. Therefore, one 
wonders whether Ismet Inonu, Ataturk’s successor, 
can exert the influence of an old Sultan beyond the 
borders of the new Turkey. 

Further, this policy of friendship toward the new 
Turkey means a corresponding abandonment of the 
Jews in Palestine and the Hindus in India. True, the 
Jews are too few in number to have any real bar- 
gaining power, and a Hindu campaign of civil dis- 
obedience might be quickly suppressed with police 
stick and bayonet.

Rival Slates of Delegates 
For President in Primary 
Tomorrow—Dewey Op- 
posing Vandenberg. 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).— 
The Wisconsin presidential prima- 
ries tomorrow have captured the 
interest of politicians here for two 
reasons: 

1. They will provide the first test 
of strength of Democratic and Re- 
publican candidates at the ballot 
box. 

2. They mirror the campaign 
technique of presidential contend- 
ers, avowed and otherwise, which 
varies in some degree with every 
aspirant. 

The democratic contest for Wis- 
consin’s 24 convention votes pits 
Vice-President Garner against two 
slates of delegates favoring Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The latter has won 
all 24 delegates selected so far in 
other states, where he faced vir 
tually no opposition. 

The Republican balloting wil 
bring Senator Vandenberg of Mich- 
igan and Thomas E. Dewey, New 
York District Attorney, together in 
their first pre-convention clash. 

The strategy employed by each 
candidate in the Wisconsin tests 
reflects exactly the manner of their 
campaigns from the beginning of 
talk about 1940 politics. 

For example, President Roosevelt 
did nothing to discourage the filing 
of delegates for him nor did he 
withdraw his name from the pref- 
erence ballot, as he could have done 
if he desired. 

Neither Roosevelt nor Garner has 
made any political speeches. The 
Vice-President, however, is an 
avowed candidate and in each of 
the five primaries he has entered 
he has given formal consent, wheth- 
er required or not. While his can- 
didacy is out in the open, third 
term or not, he is leaving his cam- 
paigning to others.

Meanwhile a war of attrition, at 
sea, in the air, along the Western 
front in a small way, may compel 
the Germans to use up their war 
reserves, may gradually, slowly, at 
a price, drain from them the life- 
blood of a great offensive, may 
drive them in turn to premature 
decision. These are the possibili- 
ties. Of the future, there is no 
certainty. But if the announced 
aggressive attitude of the Allies is 
really to be translated into fact, 


there does not open up before it 


any prospect of immediate or over- 
whelming victory. That victory in 
the end the Allies probably may 
have; but they must prepare to pay 
its price.

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from Germany, and Germany's 
share of the imports of threshing 
machines in 1938 came to 26 per 
cent in Rumania, 41 per cent in 
Bulgaria, 49 per cent in Yugo- 
slavia, and 60 per cent in Turkey, 
and since these figures refer to 
the year before Germany annexed 
Czecho-Slovakia’s machine indus- 
try, the percentages are consider- 
ably higher now.” 

This is a formidable story of 
the dynamic energy against which 
the Allies have to contend. The 
article ends up by pointing the 
military lesson to be drawn from 
this new davelopment: “It does 
not suggest a power so hag-ridden 
by the’ time factor that it must 
seize any immediate gain in the 
hope of fofcing a speedy victory. 
The Balkans rather suggest that 
the Nazis not only can, but are 
anxious to, play for time.” 
‘Digging for Victory.’ 

These widespread schemes, which 
must take years to work out and 
fructify, may account for German 
reluctance to attack in the west. 
She needs all the manpower she 
can spare for her workshops, not 
only to build airplanes and subma- 
rines but also to manufacture ma- 
chinery for her ‘exploitation of 
| Southeastern Europe and of Rus- 
\sia, and goods to pay for her pur- 
chases, 

She also is “digging for victory”’ 
‘in the inexhaustible national riches 
(of these immense undeveloped ter- 
'ritories beyond her frontiers. That 
is why her war activities are ig 
‘the main diplomatic and economic. 

It is in this direction that the 
Allies must deliver their counter- 
blows if they are to be effective. 
Paul Reynaud’s broadcast shows 
that he is fully alive to the dan- 
ger of Germany’s economic exploi- 
tation of Southeastern Europe: “If 
we were to allow the enemy, al- 
ready strengthened by his’ con- 
quests, to organize this vast area 
it would mean the end of freedom 
land the end of France.” 

Up to the present, the Allies 
have been outmaneuvered in these 
fields of action. Germany has al- 
ready achieved all the strategic 
advantages which she could possi- 
bly secure by military and diplo- 
‘matic methods. All she has to do 
now in order to checkmate the 
western democracies in their block- 
ade is to consolidate and exploit 
those advantages. The Allies ought 
to realize this fundamental fact 
and without further waste of time 
adapt their energies to the supreme 
aim of circumventing the German 
strategy. 

That is why the substitution of 
Paul Reynaud for Daladier is an 
event of foremost moment. France

MIDWEST GROUP IS FORMED 
TO FURTHER AID TO JEWS 


500,000 in Poland Being Fed by 
American Committee. 
Director Says. 

About 400 representatives of Jew- 
ish groups from five States met 
yesterday at Hotel Chase to form 
the Midwest Regional Conference 
of the American Jewish Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee. The purpose 
is to bring to communities of the 
region a better understanding of 
the need for relief work among 
Jews of central Europe and among 

refugees. 

Morris C. Troper, European direc- 
tor of the distribution committee, 
said almost half a million Jews in 
Poland are now being fed by the 
committee, which is able to fur- 
nish them only one meal a day. 
“Unless American aid,” Troper said, 
“is increased with unprecedented 
generosity, it will be impossible to 
approach a solution of this prob- 
lem of. suffering.” 

Rabbi Jonah B. Wise of New 
York said that, if American Jews 
turned away from their responsibil- 
ity to relieve Jewish suffering in 
Europe, they would forfeit their 
right to the consideration and re- 
spect of the community. 

David P. Wohl of St. Louis was 
elected chairman of the _ regional 
conference, and Henry Stern, also of 
St. Louis, was named chairman for

“Some years ago I took your course in the psychology 
of advertising and selling,” he introduced himself after I had 
addressed the sales convention. 
“You advised us to take the cus- 
tomer’s viewpoint if we wished to 
make a success. I hope you still 
tell every class that same thing. 
Anyway, I had been dragging along 
and blaming the depression for my 
failure to move cars out of my 
salesroomg, Besides, I had a big 
supply of used automobiles which 
weren’t selling. So I started going 
around to other salesrooms, acting 
as if I was a customer. I called 
on dealers who were in the red and 
also those who were setting the 
world on fire. I noticed, for ex- 
ample, that the ‘red ink’ dealers had sloppy looking used car 
lots. When I examined one used car with the ostensible purpose 
of a purchase, I found that a tire was flat. Another one had 
some grease on the steering wheel, as I well noted when I took 
hold of it. , 

“One of the cars had a dead battery in it. And when I 
looked under the hood, I found that many of them had never 
been cleaned. Besides, the salesman often seemed listless. They 
might greet me in a friendly fashion, but shoo me off to look 
the field over.

“DESPITE SOME fine sales organizations, I found many 
flaws in the display of merchandise, as well as in the conduct 
of the individual salesmen. After I had visited 20 or W display 
rooms and used car lots, I decided to come home and with this 
new perspective, view my own place of business. In order to 
get a truer picture, I disguised myself so that even my own men 
didn’t recognize me. Well, my ego took a tumble, for I found 
as many flaws in my own organization as in many of those 
which I had visited elsewhere. 

“You once stated that no business is stronger than its weak- 
est link, and I found several bad links in my outfit. Well, I 
felt as if my whole college education had proved well worth 
while as a result of this one truth which I had put into practice. 
You will be interested in knowing that my business started pick- 
ing up at once. In the next 12 months it fairly zoomed, though 
others were still saying we had a depression. And now I am 
ahead of the pack. Money is coming in steadily and I am mod- 
erately wealthy, all as a result of making a consumer survey, as 
you repeatedly advised.”

West's Error 
In Failing To 
Play His Ace 


By Ely Culbertson 


‘6 EAR Mr, Culbertson: I once 
Pioox my wife rather severely 
to task for failing to cash 
immediately her three aces and 
thereby defeat a five diamond con- 
tract. Her opportunity for a some- 
what similar criticism (involving 
an opening lead on my,part) ar- 
rived recently in the following hand 
which may appeal to the readers of 
your interesting column. 
North, dealer, 
Neither side vulnerable.

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The bidding: 


North East South West 
1 spade Pass 7 diamonds Double

“South’s seven diamond bid. was, 
in my opinion, atrocious, but I am 
reporting to you the actual bid. I 
sat West, and must admit that my 
double also may be subject to cen- 
sure, but I knew South’s tendencies 
to stretch bids occasionally. 


“I must admit that I was ex- 
tremely uncomfortable, after hav- 
ing quickly doubled, in realizing 
that I had to lead. Of course, the 
burning question was, should I lead 
the spade ace (which I reasoned 
South might ruff) and thereby set 
up the Dummy’s spade suit for any 
losers South might have. I finally, 
after considerable deliberation, and 
considering my six-suiter in spades 
and that North had bid spades, 
opened my singleton trump as prob- 
ably the least damaging lead for 
our defense. Of course the con- 
tract then was a laydown. 


“Perhaps you will consider this 
hand of sufficient interest to com- 
ment upon. A. J. M., New York. 

The question whether or not to 
lead an ace against a slam is truly 
a baffling one when the contract 
in question is a small slam, but 
only under the most outlandish 
conditions does the same problem 
arise when the opponents are seek- 
ing to take all the tricks. 


«To begin, I must emphatically 
state that I do not approve West’s 
double. There is little sense and 
less percentage in doubling a slam 
which may or may not be defeated, 
especially when the doubler does 
not know what to open. However, 
in this case, the double having been 
made, I see no excuse for West’s 
failure to open the spade ace. On 
the peculiar bidding that took place, 
why should West have assumed 
that North’s one spade bid repre- 
sented a long suit? On a pure 
“probability”. basis there was more 
chance of a five card suit or possi- 
bly even a four carder. And nor- 
mal partnership practice is to bid 
more when there is at least a slight 
fit with partner’s opening bid, 
hence presumably South was more 
likely to have made his remarka- 
ble jump to seven diamonds with 
one or two of his partner’s suit 
than a void in that suit. At any 
rate, West should have reasoned 
that is South had a remote idea of 
what he was doing, he (West) 
would have to try for his spade 
trick in a hurry or abandon all 
chance for it, since it was virtually 
a cinch that North’s hand would 
provide some other suit upon which 
South could discard his probable 
maximum of two spades. 


To repeat, against grand slams 
I heartily recommend the laying 
down of aces; against small slams, 
sometimes yes, sometimes no.

It has 
proved to be one of the most effec- 
tive antacids that we have be- 
cause it neutralizes excessive acid 
in the stomach which is present in 
ulcer, and it does not have any 
of the disagreeable features of oth- 
er drugs. It does not cause alka- 
losis, as sodium bicarbonate some- 
times does; it does not cause diar- 
thea, as magnesium oxide some- 
times does, and it does, not cause 
constipation, as bismuth sometimes 
does. 

It controls spasms and pain of 
the stomach. I know a number of 
people with ulcer, who carry alumi- 
num hydroxide jelly around with 
them and take it as patients used 
to take tablets of alkalis, such as 
sodium bicarbonate and magnesium 
oxide.

I HAVE RECEIVED a number

“What causes crooked and irreg 
ular teeth?” Diseased tonsils and 
enlarged adenoids, too early extrac- 
tion of temporary teeth, insuffi- 
cient exercise and habits such as 
thumb sucking. In many cases the 
teeth grow in crooked without any 
known cause. 

“How are crooked teeth straight- 
ened?” By an appliance which 
stimulates growth and guides teeth 
into proper position. The dental 
specialty which deals with this is 
called orthodontia., 

“What is the best age for start- 
ing treatment?” Between the ages 
of seven and 10 years. 

“Is the treatment painful?” 
to any degree. 

“Do teeth have a tendency to de- 
cay if an appliance is worn?” There 
is no reason to worry about this if 
the teeth are kept clean and well 
brushed, 

“How long does it take to 
straighten teeth?” No definite time 
limit can be set, as every case 
varies. In most cases the hardest 
part of the treatment is completed 
the first year.

The origin of April Fooling has 
been attributed to Noah's sending a 
bird out of the ark before the big 
flood had abated; to the Indian 
Feast of Huli, during which friends 
are dispatched on silly missions;

Charles IX, King of France; Fran- 
cis, Duke of Lorraine and his 
duchess; Naponeon and Maria Lou- 
isa; and many others. 

Among the most famous and suc- 
cessful of April Fool hoaxes was 
the “Annual Ceremony of Washing 
the White Lions,” announced for 
celebration 80-odd years ago. 

A month before the appointed 
day, five-score individuals especial- 
ly selected from among London’s 
four hundred received through the 
mail nicely inscribed invitations 
reading: 

“Tower of London, Admit bearer 
and friend to view the annual cere- 
mony of Washing the White Lions 
on Sunday, April 1, 1860. Admit- 
ted only at the White Gate. It is 
particularly requested that no gra- 
tuities be given to the wardens or 
their assistants.” 

On the set day, the carriages 
which congested about the Tower 
Hill searching for the non-existent 
White Gate created such a traffic 
jam that the incident made a per- 
manent niche in the lore of All 
Fools’ day.

some of His Questions May Sound Silly, but There's a Good Reason for Asking Them - 


“YES, I'VE GOT A HUSBAND, A RADIO, A MORTGAGE AND A TOILET— 
NOW I'LL ASK YOU SOME QUESTIONS ABOUT THE GOVERNMENT.”

your door some day within the 

next two weeks may not be an 
old pot-holder-and-shoe-lace sales- 
man, lady. He may be one of your 
Uncle Sam’s great army of 120,000 
census takers, so treat him with 
some of that good all-wool Ameri- 
can courtesy. Give him 15 minutes 
of your time and give him some 
honest answers, and there’s 150 
years of census-taking that says 
you won't be sorry. He—or it 
might be she—has his bit to do in 
helping get together the biggest 
inventory ever taken in any coun- 
try and just as Gus Green, your 
grocer, needs to periodically count 
his stock, so the United States 
needs an up-to-date picture of its 
people, its industries and its re- 
sources. 


Sure, there'll be questions that 
you will want to answer with, 
“None of your business, buddy.” 
But stop and think. Uncle Sam 
isn't asking these questions because 
he’s a nosey gent. There are rea- 
sons, and reasons aplenty, behind 
each and every question. The best 
minds of the nation—and not po- 
litical minds either—helped decide 
what queries needed to be put to 
you this year. And from the find- 
ings based on your answers, and 
the returns on 132,000,000 other 
Americans, experts will be able to 
take the nation’s blood pressure. 

Take those questions on income, 
for instance. Ten to one you've 
heard a lot of people say that if it 
weren't for the threat of being 
thrown in the jug, they’d tell the 
census enumerator to go lay an 
egg when he comes to these queries. 
But it is important that we have 
accurate information on income if 
we are to have a complete picture 
of the unemployment problem. 

And then take those questions 
about your home. Maybe you can’t 
see what good could come of telling 
the census taker whether you own 
or rent, whether there’s a bath- 
room or furnace,or whether you've 
got a mortgage around your neck. 
But it has been granted for years 
that the major industry which 
probably could wield the greatest 
influence toward general economic 
improvement, if it should experi- 
ence a major revival, is the home- 
building industry and the present 
housing census is necessary to point 


T sour stranger who knocks at 


the way toward the intelligent de 
velopment of residential construc- 
tion, with its great potentialities for 
the investment of idle capital, stim- 
ulation of durable-goods industries 
and the relief of unemployment. 

Sounds pretty complicated, 
doesn’t it? And it is complicated, 
and a lot more so than the first 
census taken back in 1790, when 
the whole business was started. 
Then, at President Washington's 
order, the 17 United States marshals 
hired 650 helpers and set out on 
horseback, on foot and by stage- 
coach to count the new nation’s 
noses. And noses were all that 
mattered in the censuses of 1790, 
1800, 1810 and 1820. But in 1830, 
under President Andrew Jackson, 
the Government began to feel the 
need of knowing other things about 
the growing population and in that 
year the census takers numbered 
the deaf, dumb and blind. By 
1850, the Government was really 
getting personal and wanted to 
know the value of the real estate 
you owned and actually had the ef- 
frontery to ask if you were “insane, 
idiotic, a pauper or a convict.” 

In the census records of 1860, 
Abraham Lincoln reported the 
value of real estate and value of 
personal estate as did all other 
persons in the nation and by 1880 
the Government had got around to 
asking questions about marriage, 
and unemployment and by 1890 
Uncle Sam was already bothering 
himself about that question of home 
mortgage which is bothering you 
today. Under Benjamin Harrison, 
the census enumerators were asking 
for mortgage information and want- 
ing to know about the rent busi- 
ness. Under Hoover, the census 
boys actually got down to asking 
the amount of monthly rental.

ND so, like the question of 
marital status that is annoying 
the ladies and which goes back 
to the census of 1880 under Presi- 
dent Rutherford B. Hayes, there 
isn’t much that is new in this six- 
teenth decennial census, It’s just 
a little more detailed than the ones 
that have gone before. 

No better example of the im- 
portance of cenwus figures can be 
found than in showing ihe falling 
off of the birthrate and its effect 
on the schools. If it were not for

the decrease in the national death 
rate, the deaths this year would 
have exceeded the births, and with- 
out immigration, our population 
would already have reached its 
peak. But as it is, the peak may 
not be reached before another 20 or 
30 years and, according to present 
trends, our peak population at that 
time should be around 145,000,000. 
From then on, unless’. trends 
change, there will be a gradual 
decline. Just what is going on now 
in this population business means 
a lot to those who study the school 
problems of the nation, so please, 
lady, don’t say as I heard one wom- 
an remark, “It’s nobodv's business 
but mine how many kids I've got.” 

New in this cens’s is the ques- 
tion about where you lived on April 
1, 1935. And offhand, it prompts 
you to wonder why anybody would 
care, doesn’t it? But it is the Gov- 
ernment’s effort to check up on in- 
ternal population migration and on 
such folks as the Joads of “The 
Grapes of Wrath.” When times are 
good and the wheels’of industry 
whizz busily, people go from coun- 
try to town. When the mills and 
factories shut dowr, the movement 
is reversed. The tempe of the 
times may be told by these drifts 
and from the census figures show- 
ing the migrations of our restless 
people in a depression era, Uncle 
Sam will be able to chart the new 
emergencies -f the future. 

And so it is that there is a very 
vital reason behind every question 
that will be asked you. And to the 
benighted contingent of our popu- 
lation who cry “violation of priv- 
acy’ and “Hitler tactics,” it should 
be explained that the census ques-
